TIfte 8ta.t« Teacbeni« AnBoclatlon Snip- 
gmrn Iinporiant Cbanyea. 


The State Teachers' association, in 
«ession at Indianapolis, suggested a 
number of recommendations that prove 
interesting to persons engaged in educa« 
tional work in this city. 
As every par- 
ent desires his child to receive such in 
struction in the common schools as will 
be of aid in after life, it is also his duty 
to keep well informed of the proceed- 
ings of the association. The convention 
took up'each proposed recommendation 
one at a time. 
The first was 
that 
of compulsory 
attendance, 
which 
means the same as com- 
pulsory education. 
After some little 
consideration the convention agreed 
that compulsory education was what the 
state should have. 
With compulsory 
education many young boys who are 
now i-unuing wild on the streets of this 
city would be compelled to attend 
school. 
The second recommendation 
was the enlargement of the power of the 
state board. The third was to the effect 
that township trustees should be elected 
for four years instead of two, as they 
now are. 
It also recommends that 
township trustees be compelled to make 
s registration of all township orders in 
the county auditor's office within thirty 
days after their payment; and, also, that 
the trustees should make an annual re- 
port of the finance of their office. The 
convention adopted the recommenda- 
tions. 


The fourth recommendation huH to do 
with the appointment of tlie county su- 
perintendents. This was, of course, a 
vital matter to the members of the con- 
vention. The recommendation was to 
the effect that county superintendents 
be i^pointed for four years, and that 
they should be eligible for the office 
<mly when they hold state licenses as 
teachers. A strong minority fought 
•gainst it as best they could but finally 
snrrendered and the recommendation 
was adopted. 
Under the law a man 
who ooold not obtain even a six months' 
lioeiue a« a teacher, that is, an ignorant 
man, can become a county saperintend- 
«o( if he has enough political friends.

ST. IJOCIS, MO., Jan. 1.—The immense 
six story brick building of the Richard- 
son Drug Co., at the northwest comer 
of Fourth and Clark avenues, was re- 
duced to ruins this morning. The fire 
was discovered at 2:20 a. m., in the 
brick warehouse and the combustibles 
made the fire so fierce that five minutes 
after the alarm was turned' in the build- 
ings across the street were smoking and 
ready to burst into flames. 


Every few minutes a terrible explo- 
sion occurred. 
The entire six floors 
were filled with combustible goods, and 
a great portion of the stock was inflam- 
mable. 
The flames spread with great 
rapidity, and at 3 o'clock the immense 
building was in ruins. 
The buüding is 
valued at $200,000 and was the l a i ^ t 
drug house in the country. The Woess 
masquerade store was also destroyed* 
The loss including stock is estimated at 
81,000,000.

"Tliis is pro^'ing a hard winter on our 
business," said an ice dealer to a SENTI- 
NKTi reporter this morning, "and the 
public will have to suffer for it when 
the summer montlis come. 
More than 
a mouth of the winter has passed and 
no ice has formed, although iu former 
years it has been cut and housed between 
the holidays and the week following." 
"How is the old stock;:" was asked. 
"Well, it is getting pretty low. Some 
firms may have enough to tide tliem 
over the summer, but they are few and 
confined principally to the large deal- 
ers who lay in a two- years supply. 
This is probably true, too, with some of 
the breweries and other establishments 
who need ice largely in their business." 


"How much cold weather is required 
to secure a good cropi" 


"Ice is not cut until it is at least 
eight inches thick, and to freeze it this 
thick it will require zero weather for 
six days. If there is no ice formed here 
by the 15th of this month, some of oiir 
dealers will send men north to harvest 
it. 
It will then be brought to this city 
and sold for a high pricje. 
Ice is now 
regarded as almost as much a necessity 
as water. 
People must have it during 
the hot months and it looks now as if 
they would have tt) pay a good price for 
it—much more, anyhow, than was given 
ast summer."

Which Landlord 
Zeland 


Had in the Sandufleh 
Ulandm. 


[Chicago Times.] 


Loilis Leland, proprietor of the Le- 
land, Chicago, was the landlord of tbe 
Occidental Hotel in San Francisco in 
1864. During that year he sailed for 
the Sandwich Islands, on the Ajax, the 
first of the Paciiic line of steamers to 
make the voyage. 
His iiockets bulked 
out with letters of introduction to dig- 
nitaries on the island. The young king, 
who had been educated in Europe, car- 
ried things with a high hand. 
His pal- 
ace and all the surroundings were ol 
the latest designs. There was no sitting 
on the floor in that court, even if it had 
just emerged from barbarism. 


Mr. Leland is extremely reticent re 
garding the high estate from which he 
has fallen. 
Transition from the giittei 
of a royal palace to an everyday Califor- 
nia hotel crushed him and he has never 
recovered. A traveler who was recentH 
in the city, and who met Mr. Leland 
first at a court ball, is responsible for thg 
disclosures of the hotel man's royal life. 
Among the many beautiful Hawaiian 
women was the wife of a banker named 
Bishop, who originally came from Mas- 
sachusetts, and, with Yankee shrewd- 
ness, rose high financially in the royal 
favor. Mrs. Bishop Avas an estimable ladj 
and by her many graces and rich, dxisk^ 
beauty, led the society of court. Xol 
only did mine host Leland capture thi 
king but he won favor with both Mr. 
and Mrs. Bishop, who introduced hinj 
in court circles. 
A magnificent court 
ball wft given, which the informer ol 
Mr. Leland's high life also attended. 


"You should have seen it," he said. 
"No sight on earth could equal it, 1 
think, in varieties of color of the attend- 
ant,s. There were the white residenta 
upon the islands, and, by contrast, a few 
full-blooded natives. There were dusky 
beauties and knights of mixed natives 
and white blood. 
A few Chinese, Jap- 
anese, and Portuguese merchants were 
present. 
It was the most unique sight 
I ever saw. The King had given a ban- 
quet to a few of 'the boys' several nights 
before, in honor of his distinguished 
guest. His Majesty \yore at the banquet 
that famous feather robe which is still 
in possession of his successor, Kalakaua. 
This robe is composed of delicate white 
feathers, fastened blindly to some cloth 
surface. But two of these feathers can 
be secured from the throat of a single 
bird, native of the islands. It is of al- 
most priceless value. 
As His Majesty 
prepared to withdraw he threw thi? 
feathered robe, in his affectionate hilar- 
ity, over Leland's shoulders. There was 
Leland bowing himself out, beaming, 
with a «eries of parlor-floor-suit^ smiles 
and clad in the feathered robe, with 
royalty clinging to his arm. 


"Leland's health began to fail with sc 
much high life, and the King tendered 
him his summer seat by the ocean for a 
few days' recreation. 
The hotel man, 
surfeited with royalty, aeeepted. 
Some 
of his friends of the Ajax, jealons of Le- 
land's life in tlie la]) of luxury, visited 
the coiuitry seat during the first nighl 
of his occu])ancy and painted in big let- 
ters across the front the nauie of Le- 
land's caravansary in Frisco, 'Oeeidental 
Hotel.' Tlie OL'CU)»ant's amazement when 
he viewed the ])ainting next morning 
was apj)arent. 
With his remarkable 
intuition of the terrible consequences ol 
royal disfavor Leland fled for the ship 
after a hasty adieu to his kingly host 
before the enorniity of the defense could 
be discovereij^ But he brought away 
numerous evidences of His Majesty's 
favor, which he is very prone to show 
even at the present dav."
